RESOLUTION 

Taiuffh 

New Delhi, the 10 th January, 1949. 

No. 34(4)-T./B/48. — in their Resolution No. l84-T(PJ)/47, dated tlie 10 tL 
April, 1948 in the Ministry ot Commerce, the Government ot India requested 
the Tariff Board to example mid report whether protection for the silver thread 
and wire industry should bo continued alter the 81st March 1949 and if so, 
to what extent, The Hoard, having conducted an enquiry, has subirdtted its 
report. Its main recommendations are os follows: — 

(i) “Since the industry lias made substantial progress during the last 

several, years and has been able to capture the entire market in 
this country, and since there are at present no imports, no pro- 
tection is necessary hi the present circumstances. If, however, 
tile biher tlueud industry is thrt atoned b> foreign competition 
at any futuio lime, (lie matter can he interred to tile Board for 
u summary, inquiry and report. 

(ii) Government should take earl^ step# to establish an Institute of 

Technology or technical school, where artisans can be trained. 

(iiij Government should ash the Indian Trade Commissioners abroad to 
explore the possibilities oi developing an export market tor jari 
and jari products. 

(iv) To draw wires of uniform thiukucss and fineness diamond dies are 

the best. The locally manufactured diamond dies are not of the 
requisite standard. It is recommended that the Council of 
Heieutitie und Industrial Research should investigate the pro- 
blem ot manufacturing suitable diamond dies in India. Although 
the industry has succeeded in improving tho process of manu- 
facturing it is felt that qualified technical men are required to 
place this iudubtry on a sound basis. Government should, 
therefore, depute some technical men to study the process of 
manufacture in foreign countries. 

(v) In future negotiations for a trade treaty with Pakistan, Govern- 

ment should bear in mind the desirability ot duty free move- 
ment of jari und jari products between the two Dominions. 

(vi) Provincial Governments concerned should take steps to assist the 

reorganisation of the industry and to improve its technique and 
marketing methods. 
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(vii) Ift Swat most of the workers arc working in very unhealthy sur- 
roundings and the Factories Act is not at present being enforced. 
It is recommended that the Provincial Government concerned 
should set up a representative Committee to enquire and report 
how far and by what stages the Factories Act should he applied 
to this industry. 

2. The Government of India accopt recommendation (i) and will introduce 
necessary legislation to replace the existing protective duty on silver thread and 
wire by a revenue duty as from the 1st April 1949. 

8. Government accept recommendation (iji) and necessary steps will be 
taken to implement it. With regard to recommendation (v) suitable action 
will be taken by the Government of India at the appropriate time. 

4. Recommendations (ii) and (iv) are under active consideration, 

6. Recommendation (vi) will be biought to the notice of the Provincial 
Governments concerned and No. (vn)‘ to the notice of the Government oi
